USDA NATURAL RESOURCES CONSERVATION SERVICE ANNOUNCES SIGN-UP 
PERIOD FOR THREE NATIONAL CONSERVATION INITIATIVES 

USDA’s Natural Resources Conservation Service (NRCS) has announced that the first of three 
ranking period cut-off dates for the Environmental Quality Incentives Program (EQIP) Organic, 
High Tunnel (Hoop Houses) and On-Farm Energy Initiatives is February 3, 2012. Producers 
interested in any of these three programs should submit applications to their local NRCS office by 
the deadline so that their applications can be considered during the first ranking period of 2012.The 
Organic Initiative will focus on individuals who are currently certified Organic or are transitioning 
to become certified Organic. NRCS provides assistance to eligible producers for installation of 
conservation practices on agricultural operations related to organic production.The Season High 
Tunnel (Hoop House) Initiative will assist producers to extend the growing season for high value 
crops in an environmentally safe manner. This initiative will also assist in improving plant quality, 
soil quality, air quality, reducing nutrient and pesticide transport, along with reducing energy use 
as well. The On-Farm Energy Initiative will be used to specifically address energy conservation 
through practice implementation and for development of Energy Conservation Plans. Local 
NRCS offices will accept applications on a continuous basis. The first ranking period cut-off date 
as mentioned is February 3,2012. The second cut-off ranking date is March 30,2012 with the third 
cut-off date being June 1, 2012.

Dooley Arraigned In 
District Court On 
Several Charges 

Michael Dooley was arraigned in District Court on January 
12, 2012. He was charged for (l)Assault, 4th Degree (Domestic 
Violence )No Visible Injury; (2) Assault 3rd Degree - Police 
Officer or Probation Officer; (3) Alcohol Intoxicated in a public 
place 1st and 2nd Offense; (4) Menacing; and (5)Resisting 
Arrest. These charges were from December 30, 2011 when 
Sonny Dunaway received a complaint from Linda Hollan about 
domestic violence. Trooper Dunaway found the Michael Dooley 
extremely intoxicated and hostile and advised the subject to sit 
down and he refused and made an aggressive movement in the 
troopers direction. Subject continued to grab at Constable 
Bill Campbell and Trooper Dunaway. Dooley was taken to 
Three Forks Regional Jail where he was later released on bond. 
Dooley plead guilty to resisting arrest; Assault 4th Degree was 
dismissed; Charges 2, 3, 4 was merged into resisting arrest 
charge. Dooley was given, per plea agreement, 7 days in jail, 
conditionally discharged for 12 months.

Also, during November, 
we took a field trip to EKU 
Meadow Brook Farm and 
the EKU Green House 
to explore all the differ¬ 
ent careers in Agriculture. 
This was a wonderful trip 
for the students. They were 
allowed to tour the entire 
farm and see the beef and 
pork production facilities. 
Students, were also permit¬ 
ted to tour of the milk dairy. 
After touring the farm, we 
then traveled to the green¬ 


house and observed agri¬ 
culture students caring for 
various vegetables, fruits 
and plants which they sell 
to the general public. This 
field trip was sponsored by 
our Farm to School Grant. 

Another great opportunity 
the students had was to tour 
the Reality Store at Owsley 
County High School on 
November 19, 2011. This 
event was sponsored by the 
Owsley County Cooperative 
Extension Office. Students 
were given a specific career 
and salary for that career 
then they had to tour vari¬ 
ous booths and develop a 
budget for their particular 
job and income.
